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PREFACK 



The "Exercises on German Syntax" are intended 
to aid the student of German in acquiring a thorough 
knowledge of the Syntax of the German Language, 
both theoretically and practically, the author having 
found, during a long experience in teaching, that these 
rules will be well understood and retained, only if il- 
lustrated by numerous Examples that bear directly on 
them. They consist of German and English themes, 
the former all taken from standard German authors, 
the latter partly conversational and partly derived from 
Goldsmith's "Citizen of the World''. They might be 
used thus: After the Bules needed for the part of the 
Syntax indicated above the German themes, have been 
carefully read and explained from any good Grammar 
and, as far as practicable, committed to memory, the 
German Exercise is read aloud and translated in the 
Class, the translation to be written at home in order 
to be retranslated the next lesson; whereupon the Eng- 
lish Exercise is translated and written, the Master point- 
ing out or eliciting from the pupils, in either Exer- 
cises, where the rules are illustrated. The practice 
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of viva voce translation should be continned till per- 
fect fluency is attained. 

For Schools with at least a three years' course of 
German it mio^ht be advisable to teach the first year 
only the Etymology of the language with Exercises, 
the Syntax with these Exercises in the second, and the 
author's "English into German" the third year, with a 
revisal of the first book both in the second and third 
year.
